We  were  pleased  to  have  Sonny  Milne  and  Sharon  Drummond 
as  artists-in-residence.  Sonny  worked  with  students  in  Grades 
1-6,  and  Sharon  with  interested  students  from  Grades  7-12. 
Sonny  is  a  seasoned  professional  writer  and  experienced 
creative  writing  teacher.  She  has  published  both  fiction  and 
poetry  and  is  currently  working  on  a  fictional  young  adult  novel 
as  well  as  a  fictional  adult  novel.  Sonny  has  been  a  presenter 
on  numerous  occasions  with  the  Calgary  Board  of  Education, 
Calgary  Writing  Project,  and  been  a  long-standing  member  of 
the  Writers  Guild  of  Alberta  and  of  Canadian  Society  of 
Children's  Authors,  Illustrators  and  Performers.  In  addition, 
she  is  very  well  known  for  her  volunteer  work,  both  at  STS  for 
many  years  and  for  the  work  she  has  done  with  the  Cancer 
Foundation  and  the  Rescue  Mission  Project.  Sonny's  goal 
was  for  each  student  to  develop  a  passion  and  be  able  to 
express  it  in  their  writing.  She  worked  with  each  class  a  few 
times  during  the  course  of  the  week  and  then  took  a  sample  of 
each  student's  writing  to  create  a  book  of  memories. 

Sharon  Drummond,  who  served  as  artist-in-residence  for 
students  in  Grades  7-12,  is  an  accomplished  teacher  and 
writer.  She  has  taught  numerous  creative  writing  classes  at 
the  school  and  college  level,  and  she  is  the  current  assistant 
editor  for  "Freefall",  a  Calgary  literary  magazine.  She  has 
served  as  president  and  registrar  of  the  Alexandra  Writers' 
Centre  Society,  and  continues  to  be  actively  involved  in  this 
organization.  Sharon's  work  has  been  published  in  a  number 
of  publications.  She  has  recently  completed  "Into  This  Room," 
a  full-length  collection  of  her  poetry  which  will  be  published 
this  fall.

I  used  an  aperture  of  f5.6  and  because  I  was  shooting  into  the  sunlight 
my  shutter  speed  was  set  at  1/500  of  a  second. 

This  picture  is  taken  about  five  kilometres  south  of  the  school  along  the  552X.  I've 
passed  this  area  many  times  before  but  it  was  only  this  time  that  the  beauty  of  this 
scene  caught  my  eye.  The  photograph  is  divided  into  different  triangles  and  sections  of 
lines,  shapes  and  shadows.  The  line  of  trees  makes  me  think  of  a  child's  first  sen- 
tence, starting  out  big  and  bright  before  stretching  on  and  on.
